The estimates a crops, livestock, and try made by the U:S. pane of Agri- 
culture are pre mainly to give timely current State and national totals and aver- 
ore. They are on data obtained by sample surveys of farmers and of people who 

do business with farmers. The data are supplemented by information from the 
every 5 years and check data from various sources.

estimates, they are subject to revision as more data become available from commerical or 
Government sources. Unless otherwise indicated, the totals for the United States shown 
in the various tables on area, production, numbers, price, value, supplies, and ition 


are based on official Department estimates. They exclude States for which no official es- 
timates are complied. 


DEFINITIONS 


“Value of production” as applied to crops in the various tables, is derived by multiply- 
ing production by the estimated season average price received by farmers for that por- 
tion of the commodity actually sold. In the case of fruits and vegetables, quantities not 
harvested because of low or other economic factors are not included in value of 
production. The word “V ’ is used in the inventory tables on livestock and poultry to

CHAPTER IV 
STATISTICS OF VEGETABLES AND MELONS 


. pase contains statistics on potatoes, sweet potatoes, and commercial vegetables 
and melons. 

For potatoes and sweet potatoes, the estimates of area, production, value, and farm dis- 
position pertain to the total crop and include quantities produced both for sale and for 
use on farms where grown. Potato statistics are shown on a within-year seasonal group- 
ing of winter, spring, summer, and fall crops, by States. Some States have production in 
more than one seasonal group. 

For processing v les, the estimates of area, production, and value for each of 5 
crops relate to production used by commercial canners, freezers, and other processors, 
except dehydrators. These estimates include raw products grown by processors them- 
selves and those grown under contract or purchased on the open market. This production 
and the actual area harvested are not duplicated in the fresh market estimates for the 
same commodities. The production of those v les used for processing for which reg- 

processing estimates are not made is included in the fresh market estimates. How- 
ever, with the vegetable program modifications implemented in 1973, the seg- 
ment of production for asparagus, broccoli, carrots, and cauliflower, which was combined 
with fresh market production during the year, is published at the end of the season. 
Annual production, price, and value estimates for the portion processed are published 
beginning with 1971. In 1982, processing estimates for ee. beets, for 
kraut, cucumbers for pickles, lima beans and spinach were discontinued. Asparagus and 
cucumbers for pickles were reinstated in 1984.

The seasonal patterns of harvest do not correspond precisely in all States to the esti- 
mating period or periods designated. In some cases, only one seasonal group is shown for 
a State, but marketing may active in earlier or later months. Because of the small 
volume from this earlier or later area, the crop estimate has been placed in the seasonal 
group where the largest portion is harvested. 

Commercial vegetables for fresh market include 10 principal vegetables and melon 
crops in the major producing States. Earlier years include the following additional crops: 
artichokes, lima beans, snap beans, brussels sprouts, cabbage, cantaloups, cucumbers, 
eqeplant, escarole/endive, garlic, green peas, green peppers, spinach, and watermelon. 

ese estimates relate to crops which are primarily for sale, and they do not in- 
clude vegetables and melons produced in farm and nonfarm gardens. The bulk of the 
production of the principal oo and melon crops is for consumption in the fresh 
state. However, quantities by processors of celery and onions are included, and sep- 
arate estimates of commercial processing are not made for these crops. The commercial 
estimates of the principal crops include local market production from areas near con- 
suming centers as well as production from well recognized commercial areas which spe- 
cialize in producing supplies for shipment to distant markets.

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CHAPTER VIII 


DAIRY AND POULTRY STATISTICS 


Dairy statistics in this chapter include series relating to many phases of production, 
movement, prices, stocks, and consumption of milk and its ucts. Two series of 
number of milk cows on farms are included in this publication. One series is an invento- 
vy number of a specific classification estimated as one of the major groups making up 

e total cattle population on January 1. The other series identified as “milk cows” is an 
annual average number of milk cows during the year (excluding any not yet fresh) and is 
used in estimating milk production. 

In comparing the several series of milk prices, it is important to note that prices re- 
ceived by farmers for all whole milk sold are for milk or milkfat content as actually sold, 
while certain prices paid by dealers for milk for fluid purposes or for specified manufac- 
turing purposes may be quoted on a 3.5 percent butterfat basis, or for some types of man- 
ufacturing milk on the test of the milk used for that particular purpose. 

Poultry and poultry products statistics include inventory numbers of chickens by class- 
es; the production, disposition, cash receipts, and gross income from chickens and eggs; 
poultry and egg receipts at principal markets; commercial broiler a turkey pro- 
duction, disposition, and gross income; poultry and under Federal inspection; and 
the National Poultry Improvement Plan. Estimates relating to inventories, production, 
and income exclude poultry and eggs produced on places not classified as farms.
